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REMARKS 

Please reconsider the present application in view of the above amendments and 
the following remarks. Applicant thanks the Examiner for carefully considering the 
present application and indicating that claims 2, 6, and 10 contain allowable subject 
matter. 

I. Disposition of Claims 

Claims 1-10, 13, and 14 are currently pending in the present application. By way 
of this reply, new claim 1 5 has been added. 

II. New Claim 

New claim 15, which depends from independent claim 13, has been added. No 
new matter has been added by way of new claim 15 as support for new claim 15 may be 
found, for example, in original claim 3. 

III. Rejection(s) Under 35 U.S.C § 103 

Claims 1, 3-5, 7-9, 13, and 14 of the present application were rejected under 35 
U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent Publication No. 2003/0074642 
(hereinafter "Haritsa") in view of Applicant's Admitted Prior Art. However, at least for 
the following reasons, this rejection is improper. 

Haritsa, which is relied upon for rejecting claims 1, 3-5, 7-9, 13, and 14 of the 
present application, is prior art to the present application under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e)(1). 
Therefore, because (i) Haritsa is prior art to the present application under 35 U.S.C. § 
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102(e) and (ii) both Haritsa, as indicated on the face of the publication, and the present 
application, by way of an Assignment recorded at Reel 012339, Frame 0571, are assigned 
to Sun Microsystems, Inc., Haritsa cannot be used in an obviousness rejection under 35 
U.S.C. § 103(c) (as amended by the AIPA and applicable to all applications filed on or 
after November 29, 1999). Accordingly, the use of Haritsa in an obviousness rejection of 
the claims of the present application is improper, and withdrawal of the rejections of 
claims 1, 3-5, 7-9, 13, and 14 is respectfully requested.
